SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Two 17,000-ton tankers 
collided in heavy fog under the Golden Gate Bridge 
early today, spilling an estimated 500,000 gallons of 
oil near the entrance to San Francisco Bay. 
The Coast Guard, which estimated the record 
amount of leakage as the fog thinned at mid-morn­ 
ing, said the oil had not spread very far. It was 
confined to Raccoon Strait, where the damaged Ore­ 
gon Standard anchored, and licking towards the Gol­ 
den Gate, five miles away, and eastward into the 
bay proper. 
The Arizona Standard’s bow impaled the Oregon 
Standard and gashed two compartments containing 
12,000 barrels or 500,000 gallons, of bunker oil, said 
a spokesman for Standard Oil Co. of California, 
owner of both vessels. 
The largest oil slick previously in the bay’s histo­ 
ry spread about 300 barrels over a 12-mile radius 
Ja n. 8 when a Norwegian freighter’s oil valve was 
left open near Pittsburg. 
Slight damage also was reported below the Ore­ 
gon Standard’s water line, but the Arizona Standard 
was not damaged and there were no injuries, the 
spokesman said. 
He said there was no danger of the Oregon Stan­ 
dard smking and oil was being pumped out of all 26 
compartments on the Oregon Standard. 
The Oregon Standard, heading from the Richmond 
refinery to Vancouver, B.C., carried 106,000 barrels 
of bunker fuel, while the Arizona Standard, inbound 
from Estero Bay, Calif., to Richmond, had 115,000 
barrels of crude oil, Standard Oil said. 
The Coast Guard said it saw the two ships on its 
radar screen just before the 1:45 a.m. PST crash. 
“The Arizona Standard was advised there was 
another ship in the immediate a rea ,” a spokesman 
said. “The Oregon Standard was not advised for 
reasons that have not been determined.

Is Super Majority Legal? 
Bond Vote 
Before 
High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme 
Court 
heard 
argu­ 
ments today that a West Vir­ 
ginia provision requiring that a 
“ super m ajority” of the voters 
approve new school tax bonds 
v i o l a t e s 
the 
federal 
Con­ 
stitution. 
On the other side the court 
also listened to arguments that 
the state provision is valid and 
that 
the 
voters 
themselves 
chose to retain it in 1966. At 
that time they rejected a con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
which 
would set up a simple m ajority 
for passage of new school taxes 
and bonds. They rejected the 
constitutional 
amendment 
by 
the required majority vote. 
The so-called super majority 
means that considerably more 
than half the people must ap­ 
prove the issue. West Virginia’s 


Constitution requires a 60 per 
cent majority. 
The problem involves school 
boards unable to raise money for 
new schools although they have 
the support of a majority of vot­ 
ers. 
Taxes 
and 
bonds 
worth 
many millions of dollars hang 
in the balance in West Virginia 
and in other states. The court is 
delaying a judgment on sim ilar 
requirements 
in 
California, 
Idaho and Missouri and until it 
decides the present case from 
Roane County, W.Va. 
A West Virginia lawyer op­ 
posed to the state provision ar­ 
gued that the law violates the 
equal protection clause of the 
14th Amendment in that it does 
not give the voters supporting 
new school taxes and bonds the 
same weight in the ballot box 
as those opposing it.

said 
that about 25 per cent of the 
transit police force, which pa-

and 
trains, refused to work Sunday 
in a show of sympathy with the 
walkout by city patrolmen. 
Detectives, senior uniformed 
officers and 
probationary 
pa­ 
trolmen continued meanwhile to 
work 12-hours shorts to provide 
essential police services. Police 
Commissioner Patrick V. Mur­ 
phy said they could probably 
sustain the effort “ for several 
more days.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Three 
big New York banks trimmed 
their prime lending rate today 
by another one-fourth of 
one 
per cent to 6 per cent and sev­ 
eral 
sm aller banks elsewhere 
quickly followed their lead. 
Major banks had cut the rate 
charged on loans to their big­ 
gest corporate borrowers to 6J4 
per cent from 6Y2 per cent only 
last Friday. 
If today’s reduction becomes 
general, it will be the third cut 
this month. 
The latest move was Initiated 
by Morgan Guaranty Trust Co. 
Chase 
Manhattan 
Bank 
and 
Chemical Bank, both of New 
York, 
went 
along 
within 
an 
hour. 
The sliding prime rate is ex­ 
pected by financial observers to 
eventually result in lower rates 
on 
mortgages 
and 
consumer 
loans. 
Pennsylvania 
Banking 
& 
Trust Co., the biggest bank in 
Philadelphia, 
was 
among 
the 
early followers of the New York 
banks’ drop to 6 per cent. Oth­ 
ers included American National 


Bank & Trust of Chicago, Com­ 
merce Union Bank of Nashville, 
Tenn., Southwest Bank of St. 
Louis, First National Bank of 
Atlanta, and Western Pennsyl­ 
vania National Bank of Pitts­ 
burgh. 
“ We are delighted with this,” 
said John Bunting, president of 
First Pennsylvania Banking & 
Trust, in commenting on the 
newest rate reduction. 


“ Our loans are up. When we 


had the lowest rate at 6V2 Per 
cent about 10 days ago we piled 
up $45 million in loans in two 
days.” 


Bunting said he expected the 
prime rate to continue to de­ 
cline, “ probably down to 5 per 
cent 
by 
the 
middle 
of 
the 
year.” 
“That’s because in the early 
months of 1971 there will be con­ 
tinued high unemployment, and 
with this 
high 
unemployment 
the 
Nixon 
administration 
is 
going to continue easing credit, 
and this will manifest itself in a 
lot more funds in the banks,” 
he added.

Bethlehem’s rollback put its 
boost on prices of steel used in

shipbuilding and construction on 
a par with the more moderate 
raise announced 
Saturday 
by 
U.S. Steel Corp. 
Bethlehem, second in size to 
U.S. Steel in steel production, 
said its action was in order to 
b e 
competitive 
with 
other 
producers. 
The 12.5 per cent 
increase 
had been announced by Bethle­ 
hem last Monday. It was the 
biggest raise in a decade and 
covered about 15 per cent of to­ 
tal industry shipments. 
Nixon 
called 
the 
increase 
“ enormous” and 
directed 
his 
Cabinet Committee on Econom­ 
ic Policy to look into steel pric- 


ing, including the possibility of 
opening the doors to more steel 
imports. 
Late 
last 
week 
Bethlehem 
rushed out a preliminary report 
showing that its earnings had 
fallen 40 per cent in 1970 from 
the 1969 level. 
A few of the sm aller steel 
producing companies joined last 
week in Bethlehem’s range of 
price increases. 
Bethlehem's 
original 
boosts 
were in the area of $16 and $17 
a ton for sheet piling, H-piling, 
wide-flange structurals, 
stand­ 
ard 
structurals 
and 
carbon 
plates. 
The revised increases ranged 
from $9 to $12 a ton, much the 
same as the increases made by 
U.S. Steel. 
O n 
Sunday 
Kaiser 
Steel 
Corp., the nation’s 10th largest, 
said it would go along with the 
6.8 per cent boost. The firm 
said rising costs and low unsa­ 
tisfactory earnings caused the 
hike.

Seventeen children ranging in 
age from six weeks to 14 years 
and the young mother of three 
of them died Sunday and early 
today in fires in New York, 
Colorado 
and 
Massachusetts. 
Six 
more 
youngsters 
and

mother died in a Toronto blaze. 
Authorities 
in 
Lawrence, 
Mass., said a fire that killed se­ 
ven persons Sunday apparently 
began when Mrs. Sandra Yaun, 
21, spilled grease onto the stove 
as she was frying a steak. 
The 
grease 
exploded 
and 
flames spread from the kitchen 
to the rest of the apartment 
that she shared with her sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Laura Bagley, who 
was asleep. 
Mrs. 
Bagley awoke to hear 
Mrs. Yaun cry: 
“The place is 
on fire! The place is on fire! 
Get Help!” 
Mrs. 
Bagley 
ran 
from the three-story tenement 
in her bare feet in eight-degree 
temperatures. 
Patrolmen Ja m es Kiley and 
Francis 
Landers 
found 
her 
standing in front of the building 
screaming hysterically, “ Please 
God help m e! Help me get my 
babies out!” 


Door Locked 


They found the door had lock­ 
ed as she left but Kiley broke it 
down and they got the other oc­ 
cupants out. Then Landers for­ 
ced his way into the burning 
apartment and crawled on the 


floor looking for the children. 
He was unable to find them. 
“ We did try, we did what we 
could. We did get some out but 
we 
just 
couldn’t 
get 
to 
the 
babies,” Kiley said later, his 
voice breaking. 
“ Landers showed great cour­ 
age. 
He 
smashed 
through 
a 
glass door and burned his right 
hand trying to get to a bedroom 
but it was completely engulfed 
in 
flam es,” 
said 
Kiley.

luck. What could we do?”

In Beverly, Mass., shortly af­ 
ter midnight today, 8-year-old 
Sharon Caron died when a fire 
swept a three-story, four-family 
structure. Other residents of the 
wooden building escaped. 
Heater Blamed

N.Y., fire officials blamed 
a 
kerosene space heater for the 
fire that took the lives of five 
children early Sunday. 
Patricia Beardsley, 15, oldest 
of the six youngsters alone in 
the two-story frame house, told 
state police that there had been 
a fire in the chimney Saturday 
evening but they thought it was 
completely out. 
About 2:30 a.m. 
she awoke

Wallace Again 
Governor 
Of Alabama 


MONTGOMERY. 
Ala. IP — 
George C. Wallace became gov­ 
ernor of Alabama again today 
with a new outcry against fed­ 
eral “oppression” and a call for 
a massive “people power” bal­ 
lot-box protest to save the na­ 
tion. 
“Then, and only then,” 
he 
said in a prepared 
inaugural 
address, “ will the polticians an­ 
swer the voice of the people. 
Wallace, 51, was sworn in for 
a second term with his 32-year- 
old bride of two weeks, Cor­ 
nelia, at his side. In the No­ 
vember 
election 
Wallace 
de­ 
feated Albert Brewer who had 
become governor in 1968 when 
W allace’s wife Lurleen died in 
office.

McGovern Bids for Demo Nomination 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dem­ 
ocratic Sen. George S. McGo­ 
vern, son of a prairie preacher, 
made his early-bird presidential 
bid official today, promising to 
appeal 
to 
America’s 
“ better 
angels.” 


“ The kind of campaign I in­ 
tend to run will rest on candor 
and reason,” said the South Da­ 
kota senator, a strong liberal 
and early critic of the Vietnam 
war. “That kind of campaign 
takes time. And that is why I 
am making this announcement 
far 
ahead 
of 
the 
traditional 
date.” 


McGovern, the first 
official 


entrant in the 1972 presidential 
race, made his announcement 
in letters to hundreds of news­ 
paper editors and 275,000 poten­ 
tial campaign contributors. He 
also scheduled a television ad­ 
dress to his home state of South 
Dakota for 5 p.m. EST. 


He 
sought 
the 
Democratic 
nomination in 1968 as a stand-in 
for assassinated Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, but drew only a hand­ 
ful of votes on the ballot that 
overwhelmingly nominated Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey. 


He also kept in the national 
eye last year as a sponsor of 
the unsuccessful Hatfield-McGo- 


vern amendment to force U.S. 


withdrawal from S o u t h e a s t 


Asia. 
Earlier 
this 
month 
he 


stepped down as chairman of a 


party 
reform 
commission 
to 


avoid any conflict of interest 
with his presidential campaign. 


His announcement timing is 
seen in part as an attempt to 
bolster showings in early presi­ 
dential polls that put him far 
behind such unannounced candi­ 
dates as Sen. Edmund S. Mus- 
kie of Maine, the Democratic 
frontrunner. 


In his statement 
McGovern 
denounced war, pollution, rac­ 


ism, crime, unemployment, in­ 
flation, 
inadequate school 
aid 
and disillusionment of youth. 


“ I believe the people of this 
country are tired of the old rhe­ 
toric,” he said. “ Rather, they 
seek a way out of the wilder­ 
ness. But if we who seek their 
trust, trust them; if we try to 
evoke the ‘better angels of our 
nature,’

their own way.”

He said he had written to 
John Ingersoll, bureau director, 
claiming the report amounted 
to a national policy statement 
on marijuana. Price said such 
a report is premature, since a 
presidential commission set up 
to study marijuana and other 
drugs has not reported its find 
ings. 
The United Methodist min­ 
ister said his council, which in 
eludes organizations as diverse 
as the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation and the National Student 
Association, has taken no posi­ 
tion on whether people should 
moke marijuana.

Pharoah' s Boat Hits 
Some Dusty Weather 


CAIRO (UPI) •— For nearly. 
The government decided to 
5,000 years a 130-foot cedarwood leave the second boat in its li- 
solar boat designed to carry the mestone pit unitl the first was 
spirit of the Pharaoh Cheops to 
heaven lay perfectly perserved 
in a limestone pit at the foot of 
his pyramid. 
Seventeen years after its dis­ 
covery in 1954, one of Egypt’s 
most 
valuable 
antiquities 
is 
slowly turning to dust. 
“ The limestone pit was so 
perfectly constructed, when it 
was sealed if formed a vacuum 
around 
the 
boat which 
pre­ 
served it for centuries,” said its 
discoverer, Kamal El Malakh. 
“ 
T h e 
ancient 
Egyptians 
sprayed perfume in the chamber 
to keep away insects, especially 
white ants,” he said.^ “ When I 
opened the pit, some parts of 
the boat were still so highly po­ 
lished I could see my reflec­ 
tion.” 
The pieces of tjie funerary 
ship were removed to a neaby 
building for assembly and ulti­ 
mate display in a specially con­ 
structed museum adjacent to 
Cheops’ pyramid. 
Because of shortage of mo­ 
ney, bureaucratic bungling and 
lack of experience the boat has 
lain there ever since, slowly 
disintergrating because of its 
explosure to everyday high hu- 
nidity 
and 
rapidly 
changing 
temperatures. 
The 
boat 
has 
shrunk two yards during that 
time. 
It has been dismantled into 
nearly 
1,300 parts and 
reas­ 
sembled at least three times in 
17 years. 
Experts clamied at least half 
the wood of the boat had de­ 
teriorated, some of it turning to 


dust. 
A f t e r several emergency 
meetings here, government ar­ 
chaeologists began a program 
to clean and treat at least 10 
per cent of the pieces.

In some 
ways, the policeman shortage is 
noticeable. 
A police information special­ 
ist was getting used to fielding 
calls from irate citizens who 
couldn’t get an officer when 
they wanted one — and then he 
heard from his own son.

waiting more than an hour, the 
boys left. 
“ My wife is livid, but this is 
happening throughout the city,” 
the officer says. “ In that dis­ 
trict, the one where the chief 
lives, there wasn’t a car avail­ 
able'for four hours that day. 
“ The public is petting fed up. 
Our biggest hassle is trying to 
serve the routine calls. We can 
handle the hot ones—the crimes

uniform crying “ H-H-H-Help.” 


“ The response has been quite 
good,” says a spokesman, re­ 
ferring to efforts to raise more 
than $250,000 for a nationwide 
campaign in magazines, news­ 
papers, broadcast media and 
billboards. 
Catching attention with ads is 
one thing, but persuading young 
men to actually join up is some­ 
thing else.

Budget Cut 
Hustling recruiters are sign­ 
ing up record numbers this fis­ 
cal year too but the number of 
men sworn in is way under the 
goal.

“ Partly because the process 
ing takes so long,” says Pat 
Patterson of the personnel de­ 
partment. “ They just can’t af­ 
ford to wait three months for 
the exam results and the back­ 
ground investigation.”

We had a mu ch 
h a ppi e r marriage withou t 
them and there’s no u se deny ­ 
ing it.—H.B. 


Dear Mr. B.: As long as 
y ou don’t kick y ou r children 
ou t, y ou ’re probably not mon­ 
strou s. Between the wish and 
the act is the big difference. 
All parents, ev en the best, 
hav e both positiv e and nega­ 
tiv e feelings toward their chil­ 
dren. All parents may get 
angry and want, at times, to 
behav e In way s that wou ld 
be inju riou s to their children, 
bu t good parents do not carry 
ou t these wishes. 
They may think them, bu t 
they are div erted and redi­ 
rected. May be the hu sband 
goes ou tand hits a golf ball or 
a 
baseball, 
or 
may be 
he 
smacks 
some 
tennis 
balls 
arou nd a cou rt for sev eral 
hou rs. 
Often, fathers hav e many 
conflicts abou t their children, 
specially y ou ng fathers who 
find they su ddenly mu st make 
sacrifices they had not con­ 
templated. 


Children do not make m ar­ 
riages “easier” and this is a 
my th that is destru ctiv e to 
both marriages and To chil­ 
dren. 
Children are an enormou s 
responsibility and they are 


v ery demanding. These de­ 
mands mu st be met for the 
child is helpless and totally 
dependent u pon his parents. 
This may mean that both par­ 
ents are depriv ed of certain 
pleasu res 
and 
they 
mu st 
learn to postpone their own 
pleasu res so that the child 
may be gratified and cared 
for. 


Unfortu nately , 
many 
par­ 
ents don’t realize any of this 
before they hav e their chil­ 
dren. Their edu cation does 
not seem to prepare them for 
these realities and when it is 
too late they become petu lant 
and angry . 
Mu ch of these ill feelings 
are taken ou t on the innocent 
children and this, of cou rse, 
is grossly u nfair and inhu ­ 
mane. 
Dr. Milton Sapirstein say s 
t h a t 
aggressiv e 
impu lses 
shou ld not be denied or su p­ 
pressed bu t edu cated as they 
are when the normal tensions 
between parents 
and 
child 
find adequ ate ex pression. 
In these minatu re battles, 
the child tests his strength 
and resou rcefu lness and, si­ 
mu ltaneou sly , discov ers the 
limits of tolerable behav ior. 
This is good training. He feels 
that the man or woman who 
holds themselv es aloof from 
their children and refu se to 
join in this contest, those who 
keep themselv es u nder too 
strict a control, cheat the 
children of their first and 
most necessary foil. Becau se 
the child doesn’t hav e a res­ 
ponsiv e object, he is u nable to 


ex ercise his anger effectiv ely . 
It becomes blu nted against 
his mother’s or father’s u n­ 
y ielding calm.

Q — One school of economic thoug ht say s that 
with inflation a dev aluation of the dollar is inev i­ 
table. Would y ou care to comment on this possibility 
and what one could do to protect their capital in 
this ev ent?—E.K. 
A — The threat of dev aluation is 
new one, althoug h inflation has in 
complishing g radual dev aluation of 
the last sev eral decades. And, while the v alue of the 
dollar is under g reat stress from both the continuing 
unfav orable balance of pay ments and unabated in­ 
flation, it is not g enerally conceded that dev aluation 
is inev itable. The political and financial repercus­ 
sions from such an action would hav e worldwide 
ramifications. Rather, it is more probable that those 
foreig n countries whose currency is strong est will 
raise the v alue of their money in relation lo ours. 
Such upward rev isions of the ex chang e rates hav e 
already been made by Canada and West Germany . 
Since 19 62 the Canadian dollar has stood at 92l/z 
cents on the U.S. dollar; in J une a 6 per cent in­ 
crease peg g ed the Canadian dollar at 9 8 cents, 
American. The v alue of the West German Deutsch­ 
mark was raised 9 per cent late in 19 69 . Additional 
rev isions by these two countries as well as by Bel­ 
g ium and the Netherlands are possible. If such ad­ 
justments did occur, a stockholder in a company 
based in that country would stand to benefit. The 
benefit would be a one time proposition in line with 
the rev ision in currency v alue. There are a wide 
number of g ood quality foreig n inv estment v ehicles 
such as: Philips Lamp Works in the Netherlands, 
Alcan Aluminum and Pacific Petroleum in Canada, 
Gev aert Photo-Producten in Belg ium and Farben- 
fabriken Bay er of West Germany . Protecting capital 
ag ainst the creeping dev aluation of the dollar can 
best be achiev ed by putting capital into inv estment 
which increase their v alue in line with the inflation 
rate. These inv estments include selected real estate, 
artworks, diamonds and sound g rowth common 
stocks.

pid political changes to elimi­ 
nate what they regard as built 
in injustices in the American 
system. 


Rapid change also may be in 
store for the universities, Kerr 
added, 
because among other 
things the survey showed 
wide generation gap not only 
between students and faculty 
but between young and old fa­

Or if the pos­ 
sibility that it is a hernia is 
ruled out, what can it be? 
Dear Reader — The only way 
to find out for certain what you 
have is from a medical exam­ 
ination. You are probably right 
about it being a hernia, and it 
should receive attention soon. 
True, you can go a long time 
without difficulty but difficulty 
can start rather suddenly 
The big danger is getting the 
loop of the bowel that forms the 
hernia caught or twisted. We 
call this strangulation hernia. 
This obstructs the bowel, block­ 
ing normal passage of food. The 
loop of bowel may suffer from 
lack of circulation and, if un­ 
treated, develop gangrene. One 
can be very sick with an ob­ 
structed hernia. 
Correction of a hernia of the 
type you may have is really 
very simple. The operation is 
not difficult and one is able to 
be up and about very quickly. 
There is no danger of damag 
to any other part of the 
from the operation. 
I don’t think you need to wor­ 
ry about this being a cancer. 
You have let it go long enough 
that you can fairly well rule out 
t h a t 
possibility. 
Sometimes 
cysts filled with water or fluid 
might be confused with a her­ 
nia. I would like to stress that 
the likelihood of your having 
anything serious is remote ex­ 
cept for a hernia and that can 
easily be corrected. 
Now one more 
point. 
You 
taking an unneces­ 
sary risk with your life for some 
I .a.iU. A strangulated hernia is 
nothing to regard lightly. There 
is absolutely no logical reason 


for you not to have told your 
parents or certainly your doctor 
about your problem. There is 
nothing to be ashamed of ex­ 
cept having neglected to do 
something about it. 
Your problem points up the 
danger that can occur because 
of fear to seek attention for a 
problem that is related to sex. 
How foolish we are when we 
try to ignore the normal as­ 
pects of the human body. You! 
are not alone in this. Many am 
intelligent woman has allowed a 
tumor of the breast to advance 
beyond the point when treat­ 
ment could have cured 
her 
problem. 
I wish it were possible to im­ 
press upon everyone that any 
mass or tumor anywhere on the 
body should be examined by a 
doctor as soon as possible — 
not neglected. Many lives could 
be saved and 'much suffering 
avoided

Some Hope 
Seen for 


Wildlife 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI)-The 
Interior 
Department 
allows 
itself a small sigh of relief 
not of complacency but hope — 
for the grizzly bear and the al­ 
ligator and the trumpeter swan. 
But officials remain fearful 
for the Dev il’s Riv er pupfish 
and the beach meadow v ole and 
any other of the 100-some-odd 
species on the list of rare and 
endangered fish and wildlife of 
the United States. 
Spok esmen 
said 
there 
are 
some rays of encouragement in 
the age of ecology, and some 
b r oa d c a t e g or i e s 
con­ 
serv ationists in gov ernment and 
out hav e found effectiv e. 
Setting aside special habitats 
for endangered species, for ex­ 
ample. This has work ed well at 
Aransas 
National 
Refuge 
in 
Texas, for the whoopinq crane. 
Whoopers hav e responded well 
to the wintering area manage­ 
ment. At last count there were 
57 of the birds there, one more 
than the prev ious year. 
Dr. Ray Erick son, who heads 
an endangered wildlife research 
program at Patuxent, Md., said 
the future may hold promise of 
a new winter home in addition 
to the Texas hav ens. It could be 
Louisiana, which used to be a 
home for whoopers many years 
ago. 
“The adv antage of getting a 
new wintering area is obv ious 
from the standpoint of av oiding 
putting all the eggs in one bas­ 
k et, so to speak ,” 
Erick son 
said. “Also, we do not k now 
how many birds can comfort­ 
ably be handled by the Ark ansas 
Refuge area.” Whoopers are re­ 
luctant to change homes, he 
said, so years of research are 
still needed. 
Legislation that extended to 
the store counter — the prohibi­ 
tion against handling alligator 
sk ins —has helped preserv e the 
reptile that used to range coas- 
tally from North Carolina to 
Mexico. It is lik ely, one spok es­ 
man 
said, 
that 
the Ameri­ 
can alligator will soon go off 
the endangered species list. 
The grizzly bear was down to

Colorado, 
Idaho, Montana and Wyoming.

I tho ught y o u might be interested in the en­ 
clo sed “ chain letter” I receiv ed at my ho me ad­ 
dress early in December. Please no te that it states 
that if I fo llo w directio ns, including sending $1 to 
the name and address first listed at the bo tto m o f 
the letter, I will receiv e a to tal o f $8 ,000. 


The letter giv es the name o f the Tennessee man 
who started it and I am enclo sing a co py o f the 
letter 1 wro te to him, po inting o ut that such letters 
are illegal and info rming that I am do ing ev ery thing 
I kno w o f to curtail this letter and similar pro mo ­ 
tio ns. I hav e sent a co py o f this letter to the first 
fo ur perso ns listed at the bo tto m o f the letter, in­ 
cluding Mrs. K.B. o f Po mo na and Mrs. E.B. o f On­ 
tario . 


I do no t kno w any o f the perso ns named in the 
letter, ho wev er. They are co mplete strangers to me 
and must hav e o btained my name and address fro m 
the pho ne bo o k. 
It is po ssible that so me peo ple are 
no t aware that this ty pe o f chain letter was o ut­ 
lawed so me y ears ago —A.G., Ontario . 


Actio n Lin e asked Po mo n a Po stm aster Cly de R. 
Madden to co mmen t o n the illegal chain letters an d 
the fo llo win g rep o rt was su p p lied b y Madden an d E. 
L. Stev en s, claims an d in q u iry o fficer at the p o st 
o ffice:

En dless chain letter schemes in which U.S. Sav ­ 
in gs Bo n ds are sen t thro u gh the mails, ev en tho u gh 
the letter with the n ames is p assed fro m han d to 
han d, hav e also b een held to b e in v io latio n o f the 
lo ttery statu te. 


In additio n to v io latin g the lo ttery law, chain let­ 
ters are also frau du len t when they p ro mise large re­ 
tu rn s fo r a small in v estmen t. Tho se startin g the 
scheme may receiv e mo re than they p u t in , b u t it is 
likely that the great m ajo rity will receiv e n o thin g 
at all. This is in ev itab le sin ce their su p p ly o f in ter­ 
ested p erso n s is so o n ex hau sted. Mo reo v er, the 
greater the amo u n t to b e in v ested, the so o n er the 
stakes get to o high fo r the chain to co n tin u e. 


In div idu als o r o rgan ized gro u p s so metimes start a 
chain b y p rin tin g n u mero u s letters with their o wn 
n am es o n to p . In a recen t scheme, the p ro mo ter 
mailed 25 ,000 letters fro m a So u th Am erican co u n try 
to p erso n s in the Un ited States. 


He n o t o n ly p laced his o wn n ame at the to p , b u t 
he also p u t an alias as the seco n d n am e o n the list. 
Two sav in gs an d lo an asso ciatio n s, o n e in the Ba­ 
ham as, were u sed as addresses fo r receip t o f the 
req u ired $10. 


The p ro mo ter had o p en ed the acco u n t b y mail an d 
had ho p ed to withdraw the co llectio n s q u ickly , again 
b y mail, after the chain had o p erated fo r a sho rt 
tim e. The o p eratio n was ex p o sed an d halted b y a 
Po st Office Dep artmen t in v estigatio n . 


Ho w can o n e tell if the p o stal lo ttery law is b ein g 
v io lated? 


A lo ttery is defin ed as a scheme where so methin g

Truly lo st in the shuffle is the ratio nale fo r grant­ 
ing 18 y ear o lds the right to v o te. 
Rather, the co urt has lo o sed an incredible legal 
can o f wo rms with its 5 to 4 v o te say ing Co ngress 
co uld, by a simple majo rity v o te, lo wer the federal 
v o ting age by statute rather than hav ing to submit 
a co nstitutio nal amendment to the states fo r ratifi­ 
catio n. 
The fight to lo wer the v o ting age to 18 can be 
traced back, as a serio us co ngressio nal endeav o r, at 
least to 19 42 when the late Senato r Arthur Vanden- 
berg (R. Mich.) and the then Representativ e and 
no w Senato r J ennings Rando lph (D. W.Va.) intro ­ 
duced 
co nstitutio nal 
amendments. 
Vandenberg’s 
measure was repo rted by the Senate J udiciary Co m­ 
mittee but didn’t co me to a flo o r v o te. 
In 19 5 4 President Dwight Eisenho wer urged ap­ 
pro v al o f a similar co nstitutio nal amendment which 
failed o f the necessary two thirds v o te in the Co n­ 
gress. 
As recently as 19 6 8 President Ly ndo n J o hnso n, 
Senate Majo rity Leader Mike Mansfield (D. Mo nt.) 
and then Senate Mino rity Leader Ev erett McKinley 
Dirksen (R-Ill.) tried to get passed a co nstitutio nal 
amendment lo wering the v o ting age to 18. 
The actio n o n which the Supreme Co urt has no w 
ruled was a statute enacted in J une which, amo ng 
o ther things, lo wered the v o ting age. 
The incredible electio n mess facing the 50 states 
as a result o f the Supreme Co urt’s decisio n separat­ 
ing federal and state electio n age requirements can 
be quickly fo reseen simply by po sing a few po ints, 
bearing in mind the new law is effectiv e and must 
be fo llo wed beginning J anuary 1,19 7 1. 
Presently o nly Alaska, Geo rgia and Kentucky per­ 
mit 18 y ear o lds the v o te. Fo rty -sev en o ther states 
hav e o ther requirements. 
Questio n: At ev en' po lling place will there hav e to 
be separate v o ting bo o ths fo r 18 to 21 y ear o lds? 
Questio n: Will it be necessary to separate state, 
lo cal and federal electio ns so that peo ple hav e to 
v o te in two different places o r o n two different 
dates? 
Questio n: Will ev ery electio n to fill a v acancy to a 
federal o ffice hav e to be po stpo ned until the 50 
states hav e wo rked o ut legislatio n co mply ing with 
the Supreme Co urt o rder? 
The questio ns o bv io usly co ntinue ad infinitum. 
The o nce certainty is that the decade o f the ’7 0s is 
go ing to be o ne mix ed up affair fo r bo th the l l 1^ 
millio n newly enfranchised federal v o ters and the 
rest o f the electo rate. 
As the pro blem unfo lds there may be mo re than a 
few who will ho ld with the tart co mment o f Senato r 
Sam J . Erv in J r. iD. N.C.) who cited the co urt 
decisio n as pro o f that “ the American peo ple are 
being ruled by a judicial o ligarchy .”

o nly part o f Bo ssie. 
Inserting the heads and necks o f co ws thro ugh 
flex ible seals into an air-co nditio ned space increased 
milk pro ductio n by 20 per cent during summer 
mo nths, they repo rt. 
The purple-faced farmer, alas, still has to wo rk in 
the unco o led rear area.

The steel 
co mpanies claim they canno t

industry 
because 
they hav e much lo wer pro fits. 
The o fficials o f the Steel­ 
wo rkers’ Uqio n, o n the o ther 
hand, claim that their mem­ 
bers hav e lo st gro und under 
the last co ntract, signed in 
19 6 8, and that wage increases 
o btained then hav e been "sto ­ 
len” by inflatio n. The argu­ 
ment is that the unio n mem­ 
bers sho uld be permitted to 
catch up o n these lo sses and 
be pro tected against further 
inflatio n by an unlimited es­ 
calato r clause adjusted to the 
co st o f liv ing.

“ Coach Johny Sandusky calls 
me Lassie because of my hair,” 
admitted O'Brien. “ And Billy 
Ray, that tough old pro, said 
he’d cut it if we won.” 
Since it was the third-round 


draftee from the University of 
Cincinnati who won the game, 
he hoped to “ask for amnesty” 
from retiring defensive tackle 
Smith. 


“They call me a lot of things 
—rookie, flaky, et cetera,” said 
O’Brien, clutching the game 
ball im the Colts’ happy dress­ 
ing quarters. 
Late Sunday, all the things 
they called O’Brien were nice 
things. 
It was the greatest profes­ 
sional sports blow for shaggy 
hair since Joe Namath guaran­ 
teed the New York Jets would 
beat the Colts in the 1969 Super 
Bowl in the same Orange Bowl 
setting. 
The Jets won that one, 16-7 in 
a mighty upset, and Namath 
proved again Sunday to be a 


sharp handicapper by picking | 
Baltimore by a field goal. 
“ I dreamed that somebody— 
not necessarily me—would kick 
a long field goal to win the Su­ 
per Bowl,” said O’Brien. “That 
was last Thursday or Friday, 
just after we arrived in Miami. 
And, my mother said the Colts 
would win—but not by much.” 
Fran Ford raised her son, 
.Tim, in Cincinnati with the help 
of O’Brien’s stepfather, Jack 
Ford. Jim’s 
father, William 
O’Brien, 
lives in

Texas., with his present wife. 
“ I flew in the whole gang for

young hero. “ So, it’s a happy 
day for me.” 
O'Brien was drafted No. 3 by 
Baltimore as a wide receiver 
a f t e r averaging 22 yards- 
a-catch in college.

kicking job. 
“My first taste of pressure

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Long Beach's

In each of his three years at 
Long Beach State, Jerry Tarka- 
nian has fielded a basketball 
team that starts the regular 
season slowly and finishes quite 
fast and again this season, the 
pattern is repeating itself.

John 
Tschogl was high for the losers 
with 17 points. 
In the only other game of Sat­ 
urday night, Los Angeles State 
turned on the juice against 
host San Diego State for a rous­ 
ing victory that almost fell 
through a press. 
The Diablos led 84-65 with six 
minutes to play in the game 
and appeared to have the game 
tucked away. Then the Aztecs 
went to a press and, stealing 
the ball and forcing bad shots, 
went on a 16-2 scoring binge 
that narrowed the gap to 86-81.

USCs Mackey Comes of Age

Did you hear an explosion 
last weekend in the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay area? If so, it may 
have been University of South­ 
ern 
California 
forward 
Joe 
Mackey coming of age. 


It was less than a week ago 
that USC basketball Coach Bob 
Boyd, commenting about his 
forwards, said: 


“ Joe is an extremely good 
outside shooter and he goes to 
the basket very well, too. His 
field goal percentage recently 
has been lower than what we 
would 
anticipate 
from 
him. 
He’s not too far away from 
being explosive.” 


The 6-foot-6 comer man from 
Scottsdale, Ariz., an all-state 
player for two years in high 
schools, had a total of 27 points 
in a pair of impressive Trojan 
victories Friday and Saturday 
nights. 


He scored 17 points the first 
night as USC whipped Califor­ 
nia 90-66 and then came back 
with 10 against Stanford in an 
easy 71-51 Pacific-8 game which 


kept USC apace with the na­ 
tion’s top ranked team, UCLA, 
which also won two. 
The Bruin victories, 58-53 over 
Stanford and 94-76 over Califor­ 
nia, gave the Bruins a 13-0 re­ 
cord to 14-0 for the Trojans. 
Mackey’s scoring total for 
two games wasn’t as much as 
UCLA’s Sidney Wicks got in one 
game. The 6-foot-8 Bruin senior 
scored his UCLA career high of 
33 against Cal and was as awe­ 
some from 15 feet out as he 
was underneath the bucket. 
But Mackey had never shown 
in games what he indicated in 


practices: that he was a sensa­ 
tional shooter, one of the best 
on the coast according to some 
who had seen him in pregame 
warmups. 
The weekend explosion, or at 
least the ignition, may have 
come over the weekend. Not 
only did Joe connect on eight of 
13 on Friday night and five of 
six Saturday — for a combined 
weekend of 13 of 19 — but he 
also plaeyd his finest defense 
for USC. 
“ He has had a tendency to 
foul a little too much on de­ 
fense,” Boyd had said and then 


his junior forward responded by 
being charged with only one 
personal foul in both games. 
And both losing coaches, Howie 
Dallmar of Stanford and Jim 
Pagett of Cal, admitted it was 
USC’s tough defense and lack of 
fouling that led to the two easy 
Troy victories.

SAN FRANCISCO (A P) — Two 17,000-ton tankers 
collided in heavy fog under the Golden G ate B ridge 
early today, spilling an estim ated 500,000 gallons of 
oil n e a r the entrance to San F rancisco Bay. 
The C oast G uard, which estim ated th e record 
am ount of leakage as the fog thinned a t m id-m orn­ 
ing, said the oil had not spread very far. It w as 
confined to Raccoon S trait, w here the dam aged O re­ 
gon Standard anchored, and licking tow ards the Gol­ 
den G ate, five m iles aw ay, and eastw ard into the 
bay proper. 
The Arizona S tandard’s bow im paled the Oregon 
S tandard and gashed tw o com partm ents containing 
12,000 b arrels or 500,000 gallons, of bunker oil, said 
a spokesm an for Standard Oil Co. of California, 
ow ner of both vessels. 
T he larg est oil slick previously in the b ay ’s histo­ 
ry sp read about 300 b arrels over a 12-mile radius 
Ja n . 8 w hen a N orw egian freig h ter’s oil valve w as 
left open n e a r Pittsburg. 
Slight dam age also w as reported below the O re­ 
gon Standard’s w ater line, but the Arizona S tandard 
w as not dam aged and th ere w ere no injuries, the 
spokesm an said. 
He said th ere w as no danger of the Oregon Stan­ 
d ard sinking and oil w as being pum ped out of all 26 
com partm ents on the Oregon Standard. 
The Oregon Standard, heading from the Richm ond 
refinery to V ancouver, B.C., carried 106,000 barrels 
of bunker fuel, while the Arizona Standard, inbound 
from E stero Bay, Calif., to Richm ond, had 115,000 
b arrels of crude oil, Standard Oil said. 
The Coast G uard said it saw the two ships on its 
ra d a r screen just before the 1:45 a.m . PST crash. 
“ The Arizona Standard w as advised there w as 
another ship in the im m ediate a re a ,” a spokesm an 
said. “The Oregon Standard w as not advised for 
reasons th at have not been determ ined.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
92nd Congress comes to Wash­ 
ington this week to face desks 
cluttered with work left unfi­ 
nished by the 91st—and leader­ 
ship battles in both parties. 
Welfare reform, Social Secur­ 
ity increase, the draft versus a 
volunteer Army, the fight over 
the supersonic transport—these 
are only some of the more ur­ 
gent items of business. 
Further down Hie road are 
trade legislation, with the possi­ 
bility of limits on imports, tight­ 
ening the laws on campaign 
spending and disclosure of con­ 
tributions, national health insur­ 
ance plans, direct election of 
the president—and, perhaps, Nix­ 
on’s 
prime project, 
sharing 
f e d e r a l revenues with the 
states. 
T h e 
lawmakers 
convene 
Thursday and Nixon outlines 
his legislative program in a 
State of the Union address Fri­ 
day. 
But the action begins Tues­ 
day, when Democratic mem­ 
bers of the House meet to settle 
the hottest fight in a generation 


for the post of majority leader. 
The final vote, expected to 
match Rep. Hale Boggs of Loui­ 
siana and Rep. Morris K. Udall 
of Arizona, may not come until 
Wednesday. 
Proposals to modify the vene- 
r a b 1 e seniority system for 
choosing powerful 
committee 
chairmen also must be handled 
by the Democratic caucus. 
It will designate Carl Albert 
of Oklahoma speaker, succeed­ 
ing the retired John W. McCor­ 
mack of Massachusetts. 
However, Rep. John Conyers, 
D-Mich., has announced he will 
challenge for the speakership. 
Conyers says Albert has failed 
to back plans to deny seniority 
to five Mississippi congressmen 
that some Northern 
liberals

Conyers’ bid for the speaker 
post was seen as symbolic of 
the liberal assault on senior 
conservative Democrats. 
Republicans meet Wednesday.

LONDON (AP) — Britons rushed to meet the 
deadline for mailing letters today before a nation­ 
wide postal strike which also threatens to disrupt 
telephone and telegraph contact with the outside 
world. 
With 230,000 postal workers set to walk out at 
midnight Tuesday, the Post Office set a 5:30 p.m. 
deadline today for mailing first-class letters. Collec­ 
tion of parcels and second class letters already has 
been suspended. 
A government emergency committee met to dis­ 
cuss the possibility of calling out troops to handle 
the mail or letting private firms take over the mail 
service during the strike. 
The Union of Post Office Workers scheduled pay 
talks with a government mediator later today in a 
last-minute attempt at a settlement. 
Talks between the union and the Post Office broke 
down Friday when the union rejected a proposed 8 
per cent pay increase. The union wants 15 per cent. 
Post Office salaries range from $36 to $66 a week. 
If the workers go on strike, all telegraph services 
will be cut off, except for “life-and-death” emergen­ 
cy telegrams, which the union has agreed to handle.

72 budget proposal is still more 
than two weeks away, but the 
spending plan — expected to -to­ 
tal nearly $7 billion — is al­ 
ready facing a serious chal­ 
lenge. 
Led by Assemblyman Willie 
Brown,

Democrats 
are putting together a special 
budget task force that is ex­ 
pected to conduct the most de­ 
tailed review of a governor’s 
budget in California’s 120-year 
legislative history. 
The Republican governor and 
Democratic leaders of the As 
sembly are far apart — despite 
a public show of cooperation — 
on such budget basics as spend 
ing and taxing priorities, tax 
and welfare reforms and even 
the size of the budget. 
Reagan has said he expects 
to submit a balanced budget 
without new taxes by means of 
b e I t-tightening and reforms 
particularly in welfare. 
Tfiat would indicate a budget 
proposal close to the current 
yeat*s 
$6.59 billion 
spending 
program, depending on how in­ 
flationary factors balance out 
against the state’s economic 
slowdown as they affect the 
state’s hundreds of tax sources. 
But if the governor’s budget 
also counts the extra money 
which payroll withholding of 
state income tax would bring in 
— an issue Reagan switched on 
and 
finally supports — then 
the budget could be based on 
an income figure close to or 
above $7 billion.

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Need for Uniformity 
Reason for Highway 
Patrol on Freeway 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
need for uniformity, says Lt. 
W.C. Jones of the California 
Highway Patrol, is why the pa- 
t r o I 
assumed 
responsibility 
more than a year ago for traf­ 
fic control on the entire Los 
Angeles freeway system. 
Furthermore, he adds, the de­ 
sire for uniformity is why there 
is a highway patrol. 
Jones, who directs the com 
plex communications system of 
the patrol’s Zone Five, within 
which lies the 375 miles of free­ 
way concrete over which hun 
dreds of thousands of motorists 
travel daily has a favorite story 
about the patrol’s creation: 
•‘Years ago Los A n g e l e s 
County passed an ordinance re­ 
quiring automobiles to have red 
tail lights. In adjacent Orange 
County—well, 
you 
can 
see 
what’s coming—they required 
orange tail lights. 
“ Los Angeles County motor­ 
ists traveling into Orange Coun­ 
ty were ticketed and vice versa. 
The result was the highway pa­ 
trol.” 
Similar Situation 
A similar situation led 
to 
f r e e w a y traffic enforcement 
takeover in October 1969 by the 
state agency. 
Jones said that although high 
way patrolmen have worked 
various sections of the freeways 
for many years, there 
“one - and two - mile stretches 
worked 
by 
various 
jurisdic 
tions.” 
* 
Each of these police depart­ 
ments, he added, had “its own 
fvpe of enforcement and it was 
an imDossible situation.” 
To illustrate, Jones said one 
police department might ticket 
a motorist for driving one mile 
over the speed limit while ano­ 


ther would ignore a car whizz 
ing by much faster. 
So the patrol was a logical 
choice when various city and 
state officials sought to standar­ 
dize enforcement on the free­ 
ways. 
“ It was a major undertak­ 
ing,” Jones said. “Although we 
had advance warning we had to 
recruit and train extra men.’’ 
300 More Patrolmen 
The switch in Los Angeles re­ 
quired 300 additional highway 
patrolmen, he said. 
During the first six months 
the freeways in Los Angeles 
were under the highway pa­ 
trol’s charge, fatalities dropped 
53.6 per cent and injury acci­ 
dents were down 29.6 per cent. 
And while the accident total 
was up for a year’s period the 
trend in reduced fatals and in­ 
jury accidents remained con­ 
stant. 
Harold Sullivan, highway pa­ 
trol commissioner, says it’s be­ 
cause of a highway patrolman’s 
attitude. 
Anohter law enforcement spo­ 
kesman described it differently: 
a highway patrolman knows his 
principal job Is traffic control 
while most city policemen are 
trained only and think mostly in 
terms of general crime preven­ 
tion. 
A concern Mr pnWle mrrkm 
has its effects too says Sgt. Ray 
Johnson, a Los Angeles field di­ 
rector for 11 highway patrol­ 
men. 
“We’re there to help if we’re 
needed,” 
Johnson 
said. 
“We 
want to keep the traffic moving 
and helping a stranded motorist 
is one of the more important 
things we do. One stalled car 
can tie up a whole freeway.”

bus. 
The escapade ended at the 
home of the third family with 
an exchange of gunfire. 
One of the kidnaped women, 
the wife of state Sen. John Lind­ 
say, was critically wounded, as 
was one of the abductors. 
Two men were arrested. 
The abductions began at the 
home of Chavis, a Bennettsville 
barber. Dina Chavis, 13, an­ 
swered a knock at the door and 
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commanded, 
“ Don’t 
nobody 
move, or we'll blow your head 
off.” 
After the kidnapers took a 
pistol and $12 from Chavis they 
herded all six members of the 
family into the minibus and tied 
them up. In addition to Dina, 
the Chavises have three other 
children—Don, 10, and daugh­ 
ters Suzanne, 9, and Dawn, 5. 
The kidnapers then drove to 
the home of Sen. Lindsay. 
Mrs. Lindsay answered the 
door, and one of the men de­ 
manded to see her husband. 
Lindsay was absent, in Co­ 
lumbia on business. 
Mrs. Lindsay was knocked to 
the ground and with her 6-year- 
old son, David, forced into the 
minibus with the Chavis family. 
The bus next stopped at the 
home of state Rep. T. E. Cot- 
tingham. No one was home 
there. 
Mrs. Lindsay was forced to 
accompany the two men to the 
house next door, the home of 


former state Rep. Jamej r. 
Lee. 
Mrs. Lee answered the door 
and the men forced their way 
in.

“The limestone pit was so 
perfectly constructed, when it

served it for centuries,” said its 
discoverer, Kamal El Malakh.

ancient 
Egyptians 
sprayed perfume in the chamber 
to keep away insects, especially 
white ants,” he said.. “When I 
opened the pit, some parts of 
the boat were still so highly po­ 
lished I could see my reflec­ 
tion.” 
The pieces of the funerary 
ship were removed to a neaby 
building for assembly and ulti­ 
mate display in a specially con­ 
structed museum adjacent to 
Cheops’ pyramid. 
Because of shortage of mo­ 
ney, bureaucratic bungling and 
lack of experience the boat has 
lain there ever since, slowly 
disintergrating because of its 
explosure to everyday high hu- 
nidity 
and 
rapidly 
changing 
temperatures. 
The 
boat 
has 
shrunk two yards during that 
time. 
It has been dismantled into 
nearly 1,300 parts and reas­ 
sembled at least three times in 
17 years.

LETS ASK THE COOK

Ask Dr. Brothers 
Abnormal 
mpulse? 


By DR. JOYCE BROTHERS 


DEAR DR. BROTHERS: I 
think I am an abnormal, mon­ 
strous father and my wife 
agrees. I sometimes want to 
kick my two small children 
out of the house and this is 
insane because they are only 
two and four. We had a much 
h a p p i e r marriage without 
them and there’s no use deny­ 
ing it.—H.B. 


Dear Mr. B.: As long as 
you don’t kick your children 
out, you’re probably not mon­ 
strous. Between the wish and 
the act is the big difference. 
All parents, even the best, 
have both positive and nega­ 
tive feelings toward their chil­ 
dren. All parents may get 
angry and want, at times, to 
behave in ways that would 
be injurious to their children, 
but good parents do not carry 
out these wishes. 
They may think them, but 
they are diverted and redi­ 
rected. Maybe the husband 
goes outand hits a golf ball or 
a baseball, or maybe he 
smacks 
some 
tennis balls 
around a court for several 
hours. 
Often, fathers have many 
conflicts about'their children, 
specially young fathers who 
find they suddenly must make 
sacrifices they had not con­ 
templated. 


Children do not make mar­ 
riages “easier” and this is a 
myth that is destructive to 
both marriages and to chil­ 
dren. 
Children are an enormous 
responsibility and they are 


very demanding. These de­ 
mands must be met for the 
child is helpless and totally 
dependent upon his parents. 
This may mean that both par­ 
ents are deprived of certain 
pleasures 
and 
they 
must 
learn to postpone their own 
pleasures so that the child 
may be gratified and cared 
for. 


Unfortunately, many par­ 
ents don’t realize any of this 
before they have their chil­ 
dren. Their education does 
not seem to prepare them for 
these realities and when it is 
too late they become petulant 
and angry. 
Much of these ill feelings 
are taken out on the innocent 
children and this, of course, 
is grossly unfair and inhu­ 
mane. 
Dr. Milton Sapirstein says 
t h a t 
aggressive 
Impulses 
should not be denied or sup­ 
pressed but educated as they 
are when the normal tensions 
between parents and child 
find adequate expression. 
In these minature battles, 
the child tests his strength 
and resourcefulness and, si­ 
multaneously, discovers the 
limits of tolerable behavior. 
This is good training. He feels 
that the man or woman who 
holds themselves aloof from 
their children and refuse to 
join in this contest, those who 
keep themselves under too 
strict a control, cheat the 
children of their first and 
most necessary foil. Because 
the child doesn’t have a res­ 
ponsive object, he is unable to 


exercise his anger effectively. 
It becomes blunted against 
his mother’s or father’s un­ 
yielding calm. 


A certain amount of de­ 
fiance is necessary to every 
growing child. A child who 
gives in to his parents on ev­ 
ery issue is not learning to 
face the struggle that he will 
have to face in life. Good par­ 
ents want a strong child, a 
child who strives and who 
heads toward definite goals 
and achievements. 
The main thing that all chil­ 
dren force upon their parents 
is the realization that they, 
and not the parents, are the 
real children. 
This is very hard for some 
fathers and mothers to accept 
especially if they have been 
spoiled and babied in their 
own families and if their par­ 
ents still look on them as chil­ 
dren. 
As your children grow older 
and become companions, you 
will realize that these early 
years of sacrifice were well 
worth it. 
It is a good sign that you 
are facing and 
expressing 
your feelings now. Be aware 
of them, know that they are 
net that unusual, but also 
know that your children are 
dependent upon your maturity 
and 
reasonableness 
as 
an 
adult. 
At this time of their life, 
their needs are total and al­ 
ways greater than your own.

Increase 


CHICAGO (UPI) - In the 
next decade women will form 
the largest Increase in the la­ 
bor force and will help turn 
collective bargaining more to 
“social and public interest,” 
a business school dean pre­ 
dicts. 
Seymour L. Wolfbein, dean 
of the School of Business Ad­ 
ministration at Temple Uni­ 
versity In Philadelphia, said 
in the coming 10 years he 
thinks one of seven new work­ 
ers in the United States will 
be black, and the average 
white collar professional will 
have 17 years of schooling. 
“You can imagine what Is 
going to happen when these 
forces come together in the 
1970s,” Wolfbein said. 
“Collective bargaining will 
involve itself more and more 
with social and public inter­ 
est, as well as the economic 
side of wages, hours, working 
conditions and fringe bene­ 
fits,” Wolfbein said at a con­ 
ference on industrial relations 
held at the University of Chi­ 
cago. 
He said two of three work­ 
ers now produce services in­ 
stead of goods, and predicted 
the number producing serv­ 
ices will grow.

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Successful Investing 
Devaluation 
Nothing New

q — 
One school of economic thought says that 
with inflation a devaluation of the dollar is inevi­ 
table. Would you care to comment on this possibility 
and what one could do to protect their capital in 
this event?—E.K. 
A — The threat of devaluation is by no means a 
new one, although inflation has in effect oeen ac­ 
complishing gradual devaluation of the dollar for 
the last several decades. And, while the value of the 
dollar is under great stress from both the continuing 
unfavorable balance of payments and unabated in­ 
flation, it is not generally conceded that devaluation 
is inevitable. The political and financial repercus­ 
sions from such an action would have worldwide 
ramifications. Rather, it is more probable that those 
foreign countries whose currency is strongest will 
raise the value of their money in relation to ours. 
Such upward revisions of the exchange rates have 
already been made by Canada and West Germany. 
Since 1962 the Canadian dollar has stood at 92+ 
cents on the U.S. dollar; in June a 6 per cent in­ 
crease pegged the Canadian dollar at 98 cents, 
American. The value of the West German Deutsch­ 
mark was raised 9 per cent late in 1969. Additional 
revisions by these two countries as well as by Bel­ 
gium and the Netherlands are possible. If such ad­ 
justments did occur, a stockholder in a company 
based in that country would stand to benefit. The 
benefit would be a one time proposition in line with 
the revision in currency value. There are a wide 
number of good quality foreign investment vehicles 
such as: Philips Lamp Works in the Netherlands, 
Alcan Aluminum and Pacific Petroleum in Canada, 
Gevaert Photo-Producten in Belgium and Farben- 
fabriken Bayer of West Germany. Protecting capital 
against the creeping devaluation of the dollar can 
best be achieved by putting capital into investment 
which increase their value in line with the inflation 
rate. These investments include selected real estate, 
artworks, diamonds and sound growth common 
stocks.

system. 
Rapid change also may be in 
store for the universities, Kerr 
added, because among other 
things the survey showed a 
wide generation gap not only 
between students and faculty 
but between young and old fa­ 
culty members.

Chain Letters: In 


Any Form Illegal 


I thought you might be interested in the en­ 
closed “chain letter” I received at my home ad­ 
dress early in December. Please note that it states 
that if I follow directions, including sending $1 to 
the name and address first listed at the bottom of 
the letter, I will receive a total of $8,000. 
The letter gives the name of the Tennessee man 
who started it and I am enclosing a copy of the 
letter I wrote to him, pointing out that such letters 
are illegal and informing that I am doing everything 
I know of to curtail this letter and similar promo­ 
tions. I have sent a copy of this letter to the first 
four persons listed at the bottom of the letter, in­ 
cluding Mrs. K.B. of Pomona and Mrs. E.B. of On­ 
tario. 


I do not know any of the persons named in the 
letter, however. They are complete strangers to me 
and must have obtained my name and address from 
the phone book. It is possible that some people are 
not aware that this type of chain letter was out­ 
lawed some years ago—A.G., Ontario. 
Action Line asked Pomona Postm aster Clyde R. 
Madden to comment on the illegal chain letters and 
the following report was supplied by Madden and E. 
L. Stevens, claims and inquiry officer at the post 
office: 


The Post Office D epartm ent warns against parti­ 
cipation in chain letter schemes. Any chain letter 
that requires payment of value, even if it is only a 
handkerchief, is illegal under the postal lottery sta­ 
tute (Title 18, Section 1302, Postal Laws Regarding 
Lotteries). 
Endless chain letter schemes in which U.S. Sav­ 
ings Bonds are sent through the mails, even though 
the letter with the nam es is passed from hand to 
hand, have also been held to be in violation of the 
lottery statute. 


In addition to violating the lottery law, chain let­ 
ters are also fraudulent when they promise large re­ 
turns for a small investment. Those starting the 
scheme may receive more than they put in, but it is 
likely that the great m ajority will receive nothing 
at all. This is inevitable since their supply of inter­ 
ested persons is soon exhausted. Moreover, the 
greater the amount to be invested, the sooner the 
stakes get too high for the chain to continue. 
Individuals or organized groups sometimes start a 
chain by printing numerous letters with their own 
nam es on top. In a recent scheme, the promoter 
mailed 25,000 letters from a South Am erican country 
to persons in the United States. 


He not only placed his own name at the top, but 
he also put an alias as the second nam e on the list. 
Two savings and loan associations, one in the Ba­ 
ham as, were used as addresses for receipt of the 
required $10. 
The prom oter had opened the account by mail and 
had hoped to withdraw the collections quickly, again 
by mail, after the chain had operated for a short 
time. The operation was exposed and halted by a 
Post Office Department investigation. 


How can one tell if the postal lottery law is being 
violated? 
A lottery is defined as a scheme where something 
of value (CONSIDERATION) is paid for a CHANCE 
of winning a PRIZE. When the three capitalized 
elem ents are present, the scheme is a lottery. 


Such illegal lottery “ chain letters” should be turn­ 
ed over to your local post office.

We moved into a new home in April 1970, at which 
time the builder gave us a list of the subcontractors 
to call in the event any repairs were needed during 
the one-year warranty period.

We have now been in our home eight months and 
If repairs are stalled long enough, they will not 
come under the one-year gurantee. Since the dye lot 
is different on new tile of the same pattern, the tile 
cannot be matched perfectly, as the subcontractor 
has pointed out. 
But I just want them to take up some tiles from 
under the refrigerator and put them in the family 
room, and put the new tiles under the refrigerator. 
Please help; time is running out.—Mrs. D. M., Mont­ 
clair. 
Action Line contacted the subcontractor without 
obtaining positive action so we referred your com­ 
plaint to the Contractors’ State License Board. 
The licensing agency told Action Line that even 
though the building contractor gave you a list of 
subcontractors to contact for repairs, the responsi­ 
bility for such repairs remains the contractor’s res­ 
ponsibility and that the complaint should have been 
made against this contractor, not the subcontractor. 
But the licensing agency took the action necessary 
to obtain satisfaction on your complaint and the tile 
repairs have now been made.

Paying More for Less 
The State Board of Equalization reported that Cal­ 
ifornians are paying more for less, according to the 
trade outlet survey just released. 
The survey showed that taxable sales transactions 
for the third quarter of 1970 totaled $10.9 billion, 
compared with $10.7 billion for 1969. In terms of 
dollars, sales were reported down about 3 per cent. 
Inflation made the difference, the board reported. 
The 2 per cent growth was attributable to higher 
prices, marking the second straight three-month pe­ 
riod in which the relative growth in total dollars 
transacted failed to equal the rate of inflation, 
which rose five per cent in September 1970 over the 
previous September.

Voting Mess Created 
By High Court Ruling 


The United States Supreme Court decision to ap­ 
prove lowering the voting age to 18 for federal elec­ 
tions but not for state elections is solid assurance 
that greater chaos in the election process will be the 
order of the day for the 1970’s than the court 
created during the '60s with its still unraveling reap­ 
portionment decisions. 
Truly lost in the shuffle is the rationale for grant­ 
ing 18 year olds the right to vote. 
Rather, the court has loosed an incredible legal 
can of worms with its 5 to 4 vote saying Congress 
could, by a simple majority vote, lower the federal 
voting age by statute rather than having to submit 
a constitutional amendment to the states for ratifi­ 
cation. 
The fight to lower the voting age to 18 can be 
traced back, as a serious congressional endeavor, at 
least to 1942 when the late Senator Arthur Vanden- 
berg (R. Mich.) and the then Representative and 
now Senator Jennings Randolph (D. W.Va.) intro­ 
duced 
constitutional 
amendments. 
Vandenberg’s 
measure was reported by the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee but didn’t come to a floor vote. 
In 1954 President Dwight Eisenhower urged ap­ 
proval of a similar constitutional amendment which 
failed of the necessary two thirds vote in the Con­ 
gress. 
As recently as 1968 President Lyndon Johnson, 
Senate Majority Leader Mike Mansfield (D. Mont.) 
and then Senate Minority Leader Everett McKinley 
Dirksen (R-Ill.) tried to'get passed a constitutional 
amendment lowering the voting age to 18. 
The action on which the Supreme Court has now 
ruled was a statute enacted in June which, among 
other things, lowered the voting age. 
The incredible election mess facing the 50 states 
as a result of the Supreme Court’s decision separat­ 
ing federal and state election age requirements can 
be quickly foreseen simply by posing a few points, 
bearing in mind the new law is effective and must 
be followed beginning January 1,1971. 
Presently only Alaska, Georgia and Kentucky’ per­ 
mit 18 year olds the vote. Forty-seven other states 
have other requirements. 
Question: At every polling place will there have to 
be separate voting booths for 18 to 21 year olds? 
Question: Will it be necessary’ to separate state, 
local and federal elections so that people have to 
vote in two different places or on two different 
dates? 
Question: Will every election to fill a vacancy to a 
federal office have to be postponed until the 50 
states have worked out legislation complying with 
the Supreme Court order? 
The questions obviously continue ad infinitum. 
The once certainty is that the decade of the ’70s is 
going to be one mixed up affair for both the lPo 
million newlv enfranchised federal voters and the 
rest of the electorate. 
As the problem unfolds there may be more than a 
few who will hold with the tart comment of Senator 
Sam J. Ervin Jr. (D. N.C.) who cited the court 
decision as proof that “the American people are 
being ruled by a judicial oligarchy.” 


Cool Cow 
Hot Producer 


Dairy farmers, like the oft-quoted poet, may nev­ 
er have seen a purple cow, but they have long 
known that milk output generally drops during hot,- 
humid weather. 
Investigating this not surprising phenomenon, 
dairy scientists at L ouisiana State University dis­ 
covered, not surprisingly, that putting cows in an 
air-conditioned barn upped production by 30 per 
cent. 
The only trouble is that it costs too much to air- 
condition a whole bam. But then they found that 
almost as good results could be obtained by cooling 
only part of Bossie. 
Inserting the heads and nocks of cows through 
flexible seals into an air-conditioned space increased 
milk production by 20 per cent during summer 
months, they report. 
The purple-faced farmer, alas, still has to work in 
the uncooled rear area.

Red Grip 
On Chile 
Tightens 


For sheer audacity 
and 
speed, the moves of Marxist 
President Salvador Allende of 
Chile toward a totalitarian 
take-over are matchless in re­ 
cent world history. 
No expert with any grasp of 
Allende’s purposes expected 
anything less than broad new 
nationalization 
programs 
when he took office as presi­ 
dent last November. But the 
sweep of his plan is amazing. 
Thrust Is Clearer 
T h o u g h 
h i s 
lawyers 
evidently are still haggling 
over 
technicalities and 
so 
have delayed presentation of 
t h e d e s i r e d constitutional 
amendment, the main thrust 
is becoming steadily clearer. 
His proposals would allow 
the government to seize con­ 
trol of virtually any signifi­ 
cant property in Chile. And 
the developing arrangements 
for compensation to present 
foreign private owners, like 
those who still hold a 49 per 
cent interest in two once 
wholly American copper min­ 
ing companies, are' utterly 
ruthless. The companies are 
going to be robbed blind, and 
they will have no proper re­ 
course. 
Allende’s boldness suggests 
he got an immense mandate 
from, the broad mass of Chi­ 
lean voters in 1970 — and 
some outside reaction here 
and elsewhere has tended to 
support that notion. 
Actually, he got just 36 per 
cent of the total vote, a very 
distinct minority figure and 2 
per cent less than he ma­ 
naged in 1964 against the then 
victorious Eduardo Frei. 
Moreover, it took a coali­ 
tion of three parties — Social­ 
ist (his own), Communist and 
Radical — to produce his plu­ 
rality. 
The irony is that, according 
to fresh reports, the rival 
moderate and rightist parties 
which amassed 64 per cent of 
the 1970 vote have deterio­ 
rated rapidly in the short 
time since Allende’s triumph. 
1 have been advised that in 
n e x t 
April’s country-wide 
municipal elections the Al­ 
lende coalition could score 50 
per cent or more of the vote. 
And it is reported that with­ 
in Chile, though protest still is 
heard, opposition to Allende’s 
Marxist 
maneuvers 
is 
not 
serious. 
In many 
major 
cabinet 
posts, especially those involv­ 
ing foreign affairs, economics 
and the Interior Ministry, ei­ 
ther a Socialist or a Commu­ 
nist occupies the No. 1 or No. 
2 spot. Interior, of course, 
govern the police, and names 
provincial governors and oth­ 
er regional officials. 
Agency Copies Cuba 
The unfolding internal se­ 
curity setup poses grave tota­ 
litarian threat. Allende’s se­ 
curity agency copies Cuba’s, 
and could be backed by his 
campaign action committees 
(many led by Reds) which 
still exist. 
Newly announced plans for 
neighborhood 
“people’s

Lack of Price Curbs 
Harmful to Economy 


JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Mine Workers Union Expended 
Millions With No Accounting 


When the 
Labor Depart­ 
ment filed suit 10 months ago 
to invalidate the 1969 United 
Mine Workers election and to 
force the union to keep the le­ 
gally required financial re­ 
cords, only a few specifics of 
the government case 
were 
made known. 
Now, despite the fact that 
the case is bogged down in 
legal red tape, much of the 
information gathered by fed­ 
eral investigators has been 
quietly put into the record. 
We have examined It care­ 
fully and can now report that 
the Labor Department has 
uncovered some of the most 
extraordinary evidence of cor­ 
ruption and mismanagement 
by a union hierarchy since 
the heyday of Jimmy Hoffa. 
Consider these charges, all 
supported by solid evidence: 
From 1967 through 1969, the 
International Union spent $7.6 
million of the members’ mo­ 
ney “for which there were no 
receipts or documents main­ 
tained . . . that could serve to 
verify and otherwise support 
these expenditures.” 
A m o n g the expenditures 
was 
$119.331 
for 
so-called 
“general expenses.” These in­ 
cluded the medical bills of 
U n i o n 
President 
W. 
A. 
“Tony” Boyle and the tab for 
his foreign travel. 


Itt (he union's district of­ 
fices, separate from the Inter­ 
national office, nearly 7,000 
expense accounts were sub­ 
mitted by union officials from 
1967 through 1969 with no ho­ 
tel or other bills attached to 
verify them.-Nevertheless, the 
union paid these bills, which 
totaled $2.3 million. 
In 913 cases, unsupported 
bills for so-called "organizing 
expenses” 
were 
submitted 
and paid by the district of­ 
fices. Total: $749,517 for the 
1967-69 period. 
The union doesn’t dispute 
the bulk of the government'* 


charges about the lack of re­ 
cord-keeping, but claims re­ 
cords are now being kept. 
The union admits, for in­ 
stance, the medical bills of 
Boyle and his fellow inter­ 
national officers are paid with 
the members’ money. But it 
argues, lamely, that this is a 
“long standing policy.” Al­ 
though 
most of these 
ex­ 
penses were submitted with­ 
out documentation, the union 
contends they were “reaso­ 
nable.” 
Concerning the union elec­ 
tion, 
in which Boyle 
beat 
back the challenge of the sub­ 
sequently murdered “Jock” 
Yablonski, the Labor Depart­ 
ment 
has 
another 
set 
of 
charges. Here are some of 
them: 
* —In one local in Illinois, the 
pells were open for only two 
hours although he f the local’s 
members lived more than 110 
miles away. 
—In a large local in the 
P e n n s y 1 v ania anthracite 
country, where Yablonski had 
great strength, 36 members 
were not notified of the elec­ 
tion. Of these only 9 voted. As 
an indication of Yablonski's 
strength m the area, he car- 
r ed the local 196-61. 
—The Boyle campaign or­ 
ganization 
in 
District 
28, 
Southwestern Virginia, and in 
Disirict 30. Eastern Kentucky, 
operated out of the union dis­ 
trict offices with district per­ 
sonnel. Among the jobs the 
district personnel did was to 
prepare a sm ear sheet on 
Yablonski 
which 
was 
dis­ 
tributed to miners. 
—In November, weeks be­ 
fore the election, 
the mem­ 
bers’ money was used to buy 
5.000 Parker pens emblazoned 
with the name of Boyle and 
his 
fellow 
officers. 
These 
were handed out to Inter­ 
national 
officials 
for 
ds- 
tribution to the membership. 
The bill was $9,000. 


So slow has been the prog­ 
ress of the suit that it isn’t 
possible yet to determine pre­ 
cisely the union’s answers to 
t h e 
government’s 
specific 
charges dealing with the elec- 
t i o n . 
The 
Boyle 
admin­ 
istration, however, has repea­ 
tedly asserted that the elec­ 
tion was clean. 
GM on Griddle 
Senator Abraham Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., has quietly reopened 
his investigation of General 
Motors, 
which 
skyrocketed 
Ralph Nader to fame. 
At stormy Senate hearings 
back in 1966, General Motors 
denied Nader’s charges that 
the Corvair was “unsafe at 
any speed.” Now Nader has 
accused Gm of concealing in­ 
formation from the Ribicoff 
committee. 
To investigate the charge, 
Ribicoff has twice dispatched 
two 
trusted 
aides, 
Robert 
Wager and John Koskinen, to 
Detroit. 
A spokesman ack­ 
nowledged to us only that the 
Senator is investigating and 
that “General Motors is coop­ 
erating.” 
Nader, meanwhile, has ob­ 
tained supporting statements 
from three automotive scient­ 
ists. 
Albert Fonda and Dimitry 
Sergav, 
both 
of 
King 
of 
Prussia, Pa., swore to Nader 
that GM’s own tests proved 
the Corvair should never have 
gone into production because 
it was “dangerously prone to 
rollover.” The 1963 Corvair, 
they said, flipped in a hard 
right turn at 28 miles an 
hour. They estimated It would 
cost GM S12 million to make 
safe die 600,000 Corvairs still 
on the road. 
In contrast, the engineers 
computed that losses of earn­ 
ings to those seriously injured 
or killed in Corvair rollovers 
will be 
$175 million. 
This 
doesn’t count medical expenses 
and property damages. 


President Nixon has chosen 
a roundabout way to try to 
discourage wage increases so 
that prices, too, can be held 
down. 
At the moment he is ex­ 
pressing disapproval of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company’s 
intention to raise prices and 
is 
talking 
about 
allowing 
more steel imports from Ja­ 
pan and Europe in order to 
o f f s e t the “enormous in­ 
crease,” 
amounting 
to 
as 
much as 12.5 per cent, an­ 
nounced by the country’s sec­ 
ond-largest 
steel 
producer. 
But the real purpose of the 
President undoubtedly is to 
warn the Steelworkers’ Union 
that, when Its contracts with 
the big companies expire on 
July 31, the union will not 
find it practicable to demand 
a big pay raise, as the com­ 
panies obviously will not be in 
a position to grant it without 
serious losses. 
Conclusion Reached 
Although failing to inter­ 
vene in the automobile nego­ 
tiations to hold down both 
wages and prices, the admin­ 
istration at last has come to 
the conclusion that it now 
must exercise power in some 
way to stop the escalation in 
wages as well as prices. 
President Nixon up to the 
present time has refrained 
from any direct involvement 
in the wage-price situation. 
Just after he was inaugurated 
in January 1969, he said that 
he did not believe that “ infla­ 
tion can be effectively con­ 
trolled by exhorting labor and 
management and industry to 
follow certain guidelines.” He 
declared that the responsibil­ 
ity for curbing inflation rest­ 
ed with the administration 
and that, by handling of fiscal 
a n d 
monetary 
affairs, 
it 
hoped to deal with inflation 
‘ ‘ w i t h out an increase in 
unemployment.’’ 
B u t 
unemployment 
has 
climbed to its highest print in 
many years, and inflation has 
not 
been substantially cur­ 
tailed. 
In the automobile industry, 
the 
unions 
have 
obtained 
some of the highest wage in- 
c r e a s e s in their history. 
Prices of ’71 models have 
been boosted three times in 
all. The final rise came after 
some of the auto companies 
had settled with the unions 
and knew what the exact 
wage costs were to be. 
In the case of steel, how­ 
ever, the administration is en­ 
tering the arena before the 
union begins bargaining for 
higher pay. The price boost 
announced by the Bethlehem 
Steel Company is not only to 
take care of previous rises 
but is in anticipation of the 
added costs that will flow 
from the wage negotiations 
this 
coming 
summer. 
The 
Steelworkers’ Union will try 


to 
match 
what 
the 
auto 
unions got in wage hikei and 
“fringe” benefits. The Bteel 
companies claim they cannot 
afford to make the kind of 
settlement reached in the au­ 
tomobile 
industry 
because 
they have much lower profits. 
The officials of the Steel­ 
workers’ Union, on the other 
hand, claim that their mem­ 
bers have lost ground under 
the last contract, signed in 
1968, and that wage increases 
obtained then have been "sto­ 
len” by inflation. The argu­ 
ment la that the union mem­ 
bers should be permitted to 
catch up on these loeeee and 
be protected against further 
inflation by an unlimited es­ 
calator clause adjusted to the 
cost of living. In other words, 
as prices rise, wages will 
rise, too, if such a clause is 
approved. 
Easing Imports 
President Nixon could have 
entered the wage-price con­ 
troversy long before this, and 
it’s not clear why he has re­ 
frained. For it was Inevitable 
that big wage boosts would 
force prices upward. The ad­ 
ministration now is seeking 
some way to exert pressure 
on the steel companies and is 
talking about modifying the 
present restaints on steel im­ 
ports from abroad. If these 
are 
eased, 
the 
influx 
of 
foreign-made products would 
hurt domestic steel manufac­ 
turers. They would be pena- 
1 i z e d for something they 
themselves cannot control — 
the demands by a labor union 
for excessive wage increases, 
backed up by a threat to 
strike. 
The whole problem illust­ 
rates 
how 
much 
valuable 
time has been lost and how 
much damage has been done 
by the failure of the admin­ 
istration to adopt a policy of 
rigid control of wages and 
prices from the time it came 
into office. Under such a pro­ 
gram, while the struggle to 
curb inflation without large- 
s c a l e unemployment was 
going on, certain wage in­ 
creases and price rises would 
have been postponed for at 
least a year or two until the 
economy reached a point of 
stability.

M IAM I (A P) — For almost 
59 minutes, the most elusive of 
Super Bowl titles ticked off an­ 
xious 
fingertips 
and 
slipped 
t h r o u g h 
d e s p e r a t e 
hands-J>efore finally settling in 
the viselike embrace of Mean 
Mike Curtis and the relentless 
Baltimore Colts. 
Curtis’ interception, fifth of 
six pass thefts in a gut-grabb­ 
ing struggle replete with errors, 
set up a 32-yard field goal by 
rookie Jim O’Brien with five 
seconds to play Sunday that 
gave the Colts instant absolu­ 
tion in the form of a 16-13 
comeback victory over the Dal­ 
las Cowboys. 
”1 grabbed that ball so hard I 
almost squeezed the air out of 
it,” said the hard-rock middle 
linebacker, who picked off a 
deflected pass with 69 seconds 
remaining and a record viewing 
audience anticipating a sudden 
death windup to Super Bowl V. 
“ I didn’t even think about 
running with it right away,” 
Curtis said. ” 1 felt maybe I 
should just fall on the ground 
so I wouldn’t fumble it away.” 
He had just cause for con­ 


cern. Fumbles had given Dallas 
10 points and cost the Colts se­ 
ven more. 
Despite his inclination, Curtis 
rambled 13 yards to the Dallas 
28. After two running plays 
gained three yards, positioned 
the ball squarely in front of the 
goal posts and consumed 60 of 
the remaining seconds. 
Earl 
Morrall, the Colts’ 36-year-old 
backup quarterback, called a 
time out. 
Morrall, scapegoat of Balti­ 
more’s humiliating 16-7 Super 
Bowl loss to the New York Jets 
two years ago but a hero Sun­ 
day in relief of battered Johnny 
Unitas, then spotted the ball for 
O ’ B r i e n . The mop-haired, 
22-year-old kicker split the up­ 
rights for the winning three 
points before an Orange Bowl 
crowd of 80,055 and some 64 
million television fans. 
“ It was so sweet,” Morrall 
said, "it started jumping up 
and down and yelling, just like 
the kid. I ’ll never forget ‘68 and 
the Jets, but I ’ll Temember this 
one the most.” 
Super Bowl III had become a 
recurring nightmare for Mor­ 


rall, the starter in that game 
after capturing NFL Player of 
the Year honors. 
The Jets blanked him for 
three quarters before Unitas, 
who had been plagued with arm 
trouble all season, came off the 
bench to direct a touchdown- 
drive—too late to rescure the 
heavily-favored Colts. 
This time, Dallas was the fav­ 
orite after reeling off seven 
consecutive victories to win the 
NFC title in the first year of 
merger and realignment. And, 
as the Cowboys cashed in on 
turnovers for a 13-6 halftime 
lead, the 
Baltimore quarter­ 
backs found their Super Bowl 
III roles reversed. 
Unitas, flattened by George 
Andrie as he threw his second 
interception of the game, went 
to the sideline in the second 
quarter with cracked ribs. 
Morrall drove the Colts to a 
first down at the Dallas 2, but 
failed 
to

across just before intermission. 
In the second half, Chuck

ing through my mind, but I 
didn’t dwell on it. With time left, 
you never give up. You’ve got 
to look ahead and think about 
what plays to run the next time 
you get the ball.” 
As it turned out, it was the 
tenacious Baltimore defense, gi­ 
ven little pre-game publicity 
compared to Dallas’ Doomsday 
crew, which gave Morrall his 
reprieve. 


But Baltimore’s Jim Duncan 
tipped the ball to safety Rick 
Volk, who sprinted 30 yards to 
the Cowboys’ 3. Two plays la­ 
ter, Tom Nowatzke, the Colts’ 
prize free agent pickup, bulled 
into the end zone. 
O’Brien, whose earlier extra 
point kick had been blocked af­ 
ter a deflected Unitas pass 
wound up in John Mackey’s 
arms for a 75-yard touchdown 
play, then booted the tying con­ 
version. 
There were 7*4 minutes to 
play. But the $15,000 per-man 
winners’ shares appeared cer­ 
tain to go up for grabs in sud­ 
den death overtime when nei­ 
ther team could move the ball 
on its next series. 
The Colts had beaten the New 
York Giants 12 years earlier in 
the N FL’s only other sudden 


death championship game. And 
Unitas, architect of that victo­
